ranch daring tbe morning, and was sur­ 
prised to find the premises entirely de­ 
serted, and his two horses, together with

Bame num ber of 
sete oí harnee s, missing.

came back to 
town and 
made the complaint. Detective Wallin 
waH detailed to work up the case, and he 
went out to the place and began hie in­ 
vestigation. From Ah Gee, a rancher 
who liveB about a mile from Chong’s 
place, the detective learned th a t Fee had 
driven up od Thursday and said his bosB 
wanted to sell his horses and wagons 
Gee said he did not have enough money 
to purchase the outfit, aud Fee went 
away, taking one of the team s with him 
and leaving the other at Gee’s place. No 
trace of the man has been found since 
he left Gee’s ranch, but the officers think 
they will be able to locate him in a few 
days. 


MEXICAN INDEPENDENCE. 


T he C eleb ration of Its A n n iv e rsa ry 
C om m enced. 
The Spanish-American citizens of this 
city inaugurated the exercises celebrating 
the anniversary of the declaration of 
independence of Mexico, by holding a 
meeting in the Montague block last 
evening. The large hall on the first floor 
of the building was crowded by the fore­ 
most people of the city at I I o’clock, the 
hour at which the declaration was made 
seventy-nine years ago.

Ju nta Patriótica Mexicana, aud throe 
chLorn given by the large audience for 
the Independence of Mexico. The Mex­ 
ican and American flags were then raided 
and honored by a salute of twenty-one 
guns. The grand ball was then started 
in tbe hall at No. 267 Upper Main street, 
and was attended by nearly every Span- 
ish-American resident of the city. The 
Committee of Arrangements, Messrs. 
Juan Alipaz, Antonio Camarena, Juan 
F. Requermes, Viotorio H erhandtz, An­ 
tonio Moreno, Tomas Felis, and Floor 
Manager 0. P. Hale had a fine pro­ 
gramme of dancee prepared, which were 
thoroughly 
enjoyed 
by those 
who 
attended. The exercises today will con­ 
sist of a Balute *f twenty-one guns at 
sunrise, when the flags are raised, and 
at noon a similar salute will be fired. At 
1:80 p. m. the procession will start from 
the corner of Alpine and Buena Vista 
streets, along Buena V ista street to 
Bellevue avenue, thence to the Plaza, 
along Main street to Third, and counter­ 
march on Spring, Main and Upper Main 
streets to the hall. 
The procession will 
be headed by mounted police. 
The 
Spanish-American societies will follow, 
aud there Will be floats in the procession 
representing “ America, Justice and Lib­ 
erty,” and the thirty States of the Re­ 
public of Mexico. The Mayor, foreign 
Consuls and the City Council will follow 
in carriages. At the hall literary exer­ 
cises will be held. Mayor Hazard, A. 
J. Flores, President of the Ju n ta Society, 
H. H. Appel, F. de P. Guiterrez, Frank

and

speakers will make 
appropriate ad­ 
dresses. There will also be an interest­ 
ing programme of musical and literary 
exercises rendered. At 6:30 the flags 
will.be lowered during the rendition of 
the National hymn by the band and a 
salute of twenty-one guns, bringing to an 
end the anniversary exercises. 


WHY DID TRELE GO? 


Is T here S till a llcp th B e lo w Ihe 
L ow est D ep th ? 
It is pleasant for a paper to give its 
contemporaries 
pointers in im portant 
m atters. The H e r a l d ’s brief but com­ 
plete statem ents concerning A. L. Teele’s 
residence at 833 Tem ple street in the 
company of hia fair inamorata, which 
appeared on Saturday, set the other big 
dailies digging in the same vein for Sun­ 
day. They oame in in fine shape on the 
m atter, but they came the day after tbe 
fair. 
Doubtless they think they have 
now pretty nearly reached the end of this 
sad story of womau’s weakness and m an’»* 
rascality. 
Weil, it is much doubted if 
all has been 
revealed about A. L. 
Teele 
and 
this 
woman. 
I t 
is 
decidedly 
queer 
why 
Teele 
left 
the city. It was hardly because of 
his money difficulties. 
Teele was not 
poor. 
Borne six monthB ago he placed 
on deposit a draft on Chicago for $9,000. 
It cams from some western town pay­ 
able to Teele. 
He took for this nine 
separate certificates of deposit, and then 
drew tbe money piece-meal through 
another bank. 
He waB not in the habit 
of doing business with the bank where 
he placed the $9,000. 
Trele was in no apparent danger from 
his creditors. 
He was well thought of, 
and his word generally went with them. 
Earl B. M illar is in Europe and not 
likely to be back eoon. The Nadeau 
Orange Tract people were lenient with 
Teele, and would not have called him 
seriously to account. These were prob­ 
ably the only people Teele got into for 
much money. 
It is not rational that a man of Teele’s 
resources and business standing should 
run away for a paltry $4,000 or $5,000. 
H e baa wealthy relatives to whom he 


could surely apply if in a little pinch of 
this sort. 
Then why did he run away ? 
That is 
the conundrum heard on all the street 
corners. Who was this woman he passed 
off as his wife at No. 833 Temple street, 
and what was her condition? Teele has 
had this particular false string to his 
bow a good many moons. 
H e is re­ 
ported to 
have 
had 
her at other 
places before they went 
to live at 
the house on Temple street. 
At first 
the woman when she moved abroad 
went closely veiled. People who knew of 
her, and were near her, and knew of her 
relations with Teele never saw her face. 
They described a trig figure, a petite body 
with an elastic step and buoyant gait, 
who 
tripped up stairf 
and 
down, 
skipped into carriages and out with the 
agility of a fawn. Then she is reported 
to 
have lsft 
the city for a period. 
When she went she was in a perfect 
state of health. 
After a short stay she 
ia said to have returned an invilid. The 
report goes th at she had to be lifted 
from 
the cars to 
the 
hack, 
and 
from the hack to the house, to be 
carried up stairs and down. In fact, aa 
the rum or goes, she was altogether 
broken down in health. Now the ques­ 
tion is, how did she become so ill, and 
wbat is the connection between hor ill­ 
ness and her departure from this city, 
her return here, and then the final sad­ 
den departure of the two? W here is the 
woman now, and what is her state of 
health? In these mysteries one never 
knows where he may find the key, and 
trifleB light as air may lead one to the 
very arcana of the mystery. 


IN BUNNINtT ORDER. 


T he d ra n d .A v en u e Cable Is P u t In 
O peration. 
The cable line on Grand avenue was 
quietly opened on Saturday last, and is 
in excellent running order. 
About two 
weeks ago the cable was laid in this 
branch and the cars were sent over the 
track several times for the parpóse of 
testing it. 
It was found that there were 
no defects to correct and th at an excel­ 
lent piece of work had been completed. 
When the cars commenced running reg­ 
ularly on Saturday the residents along the 
avenue 
as 
far 
squth 
as Jefferson 
turned out and tried it, and yesterday 
tbe num ber of passengers carried was 
enormous. It is evident that this line 
will draw a large part of the south end, 
for the people prefer to walk several 
blocks and ride on the cable cars to trav­ 
eling on the horae-car lines. The trip 
from Jefferson street to the corner of 
First and Spring streets is made in 
twenty minutes, while it takes forty five 
minuteR on the horse lines. The cars 
leave the Jefferson street end of the 
branch every five minutes, and Grand 
avenue presents quite a lively appear­ 
ance. 
Already there is a dem and in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Grand avenue for 
houses, even as far out as Jefferson 
street, and it is stated that several con­ 
tracts for new buildings on this street 
will be let daring the coming week. 
Work on the viaduct on San Fernando 
street is progressing rapidly, and in 
thirty days it is expected th at cars will 
be running to East Los ADgeles. 
The 
engines for this branch were tried on 
Saturday, and work to perfection. When 
this branch is in operation the Cable 
Company will have twenty-four miles of 
cable running. 
Other branches will be 
built, it is stated, as soon as there is a 
demand, and it is possible that the 
Grand-avenue line may be continued 
from Seventh street north over the hills. 
A^iranch to the Southern Pacific depot 
is within the range of the possibilities, 
a^d if First street is graded a line may 
be run west over the bills. 


THE CITY FUNDS. 


Probable R ecom m en d ation off the 
F in a n ce C om m ittee. 
It was whispered around the City Hall 
Saturday that the Finance Committee of 
the Council had about made up its mind 
to recommend that the bids for the keep­ 
ing of the city funds be rejected and that 
the money be allowed to rem ain where 
it is. 
This recommendation was not in­ 
laded in the report of the committee on 
Saturday night, but it is thought it will 
be pat there this morning. 
This matter 
lias br en before the Finance Committee 
for 
two 
weeks, 
and 
during 
that 
time 
it 
has 
been 
discussed 
at 
length 
by 
the 
members of 
the 
committee as well as the other mem­ 
bers of tbe Council. 
It is understood 
th at legal advice was taken in the m at­ 
ter, and that this was to the effect that 
the Council had not the power to say 
that the city money should be loaned to 
any bank. 
It is said that this opinion 
states that after the money is turned 
over to the city Treasurer the City Coun­ 
cil has no more power in the matter. 
It 
ie known th at the City Treasurer objects 
ro having tbe Council direct that he 
**hall deposit the money in any one 
bank. 
Another point is made on the 
fact 
th at 
the 
Charter 
says, 
“ It 
shall 
be 
the 
duty 
of 
the 
City 
O eik upon the first Tuesday of Janua y 
in each year, or as soon thereafter aa 
practicable,” etc. 
Bince the present 
Council and officers have been in office, 
no such date has passed, and it is claimed 
that the charter is not retroactive and 
th a t in consequence nothing should be 
done nntil after next January. 
Not 
much stress is laid oo this point, but it 
íh understood that it will be bought in to 
aid in 
evading the plain language 
of the 
charter, 
which 
savs 
that 
the money must eithor be deposited with 
the bank offering the highest rate of io- 
terest, or kept in the vault provided in 
the new City Hall. 
It is considered 
hardly likely thai the Finance Commit­ 
tee will recommend that the money be 
kept in the City Hall vault, but that in 
all probability it will be allowed to re­ 
m ain where it is at present. 


“ T h e P a c ific m o n th ly .”

Charlie Ah Him Captured 
Near This City.

CRIME. 


How He Took a Chinese Maiden 
From 
a 
T rain 
and 
Im ­ 
prisoned Her in n Well. 


It will be rem embered th at about th e 
middle of August Chinatown was mn^h 
wrought up by the supposed presence af 
Charley Ah Him, who was charged w ith 
the abdnction of a good-looking Chineee 
girl 14 years of age. A search was m ade 
at the time for the Celestial, but he wee 
not found, and ever since then the offi­ 
cers have been on the lookout for him , 
in tbe hope of earning the $300 which 
was offered as a rew ard for his captura. 
Yesterday afternoon he was arrested at 
a countrym an’s house about two and one- 
half miles from Rosedale cem etery, by 
Constables Bmith and Roberts and d e ­ 
tective Boler. The story in connection 
with Charley Ah H im ’s crime atarte 
early in June when W ongChee sent hie 
sister-in-law to Ban Francisco, accom­ 
panied 
by 
one 
of 
his 
trusted 
henchmen. 
Upon the conclusion of 
her visit, her 
brothsr-in-law 
m ade 
arrangements 
for 
her 
return 
by 
rail, and she started from San Fran- 
lsco on June 28rd. She was provided 
with a berth in a Pullm an sleeper and 
the journey was without m ishap or delay 
until Bakersfield was reached next even­ 
ing. Here, much to her surprise, she 
was dragged from her couch in the 
“ sleeper,” and in a semi-nude condition 
forcibly taken from the cars by a Con­ 
stable, who claimed to have a w arrant 
for her, charging her w ith grand larceny. 
In vain she attem pted to explain th a t 
she never had been in Bakersfield in h e r 
life. She saw the train pull out for Lee 
Angeles, her gnardian being still asleep 
in the emoking car, while she wee 
hustled off to jail. Though the w arrant 
had been sworn to by Charley A h H im , 
he was allowed to go upon her bond as 
surety, and she was released from cus­ 
tody and delivered to him . H e hnstled 
her away, and deposited her in an old 
well ten miles south of Bakersfield, and 
covered it over with boards and brash, 
one of her countrymen being placed in the 
hole with her, while another stood guard 
outside. 
Here she was kept until th e 
first Sunday in August, when Constable 
Tibbetts, of Bakersfield, succeeded in 
finding the place where she was stowed 
away. In the meantime, of course, the 
heathen who was supposed to have 
guarded her, arrived on tbe train at Loe 
Angeles and searched the cars for hia 
mistress. 
He told Wong Chee of th e 
disappearance, and inquiries were set 
afoot, with the result th a t it was learned 
that a Chinawoman had been taken from 
the train a t Baker field. 
From ihe time 
that she left the jail with Charlie Ah 
Him, no trace could be found of her, and 
Wong Chee offered $100 reward and the 
Supervisors of Kern county $200. 
E arly 
in August, however, Constable Tibbetts 
saw a Chinaman carrying victuals and 
water out of town, a jd , shadowing him , 
found the well. 
He released the captive 
girl, and she was turned over to h er 
sister 
and 
brother-in-law. 
Nothing 
could be found or heard of Ah H im , 
however, until he was seen to enter a 
building fronting on the plaza on Mon­ 
day evening, August 13th. disguised as 
au American, and at 11 o’clock p.m . 
Constable Bmith and several of the 
braver heathens raided tbe house in 
question. 
Charlie, however, escaped 
through a skylight, and, clambering over 
several roofs, managed to gain an en ­ 
trance into the theater building. The 
wildest excitem ent prevailed for some 
time, but nothing further was seen of 
Ah H im , who row states th at he wafl 
not there at any time. 
Charlie A.h H im tells a different story 
of the affair. 
According to his state­ 
ment the girl was not a sister of Wong 
Chee'a wife, but had been purchased by 
him for immoral purposes for $1,170. 
Sbe had fallen iu love with Charlie Ah 
Him and wanted him to pay $1.000 to 
Wong Chee for her release. She said 
that Wong Chee would take that am ount 
for her if he thought it came from some­ 
one 
else 
than 
Ah 
Him. 
W hen 
he 
learned 
that 
it 
was 
Ah 
Him 
she 
wanted 
to 
live 
w ith 
he sent ber to 
San 
Francisco and 
on her return she left the tr-in willingly 
at Bakersfield to go with Ah Him. 
The w arrants upon which he was ar­ 
rested charge him with grand larceny 
for taking the jewelry of the girl and 
with criminal conspiracy.

Russia’s Claims to Adminis­ 
ter Bering Sea.

T h e Se* in Qmestion Is Not a H ig h ­

In discussing the rights of the United 
States to m aintain police surveillence 
over Bering sea, as shown in the report 
m ade to Congress by Colonel Poindexter 
Dunn, then oi Arkansas, but now of Los 
Angeles, the real pith of the question is 
reached today—th at is w hat rights did 
B tusia claim in the premises and what 
did that empire pretend to transfer to 
thia Government? All the other phases 
of the m atter are side-issues as compared 
to this. 
Ah stated in a form er paper, the Pri- 
bylov islands, w here the seals breed, in 
Bering sea, were discovered by the Cap­ 
tain of a Russian ship in 1786. In 1799 
th e Czar granted to the Russian-Ameri­ 
can Company the right to take fur seals 
in these waters. 
I t was an absolutely 
exclusive right so far as subjects of the 
Em peror of Russia were concerned. 
It 
was m eant to be an exclusive right 
ao far as the people not Russian were 
concerned, and th e Emperor undertook 
to protect his patentee in the privileges 
conferred. To quote the words of this 
report, made after a most thorough and 
carefal study of the m atter: “ From the 
HntA of discovery down to the date of the 
transfer of Alaska to the United States, 
Russia claimed and excercised exclusive 
jurisdiction over these islands, and as­ 
serted her ownership of those fur-bear­ 
ing animals and disposed of them ac­ 
cordingly. No foreign vessel was per­ 
m itted to touch at either of said islands 
daring the entire period of Russian oc­ 
cupation. 
Seal life was protected by her 
navy, both on the islands and in Bering 


to is of the most limited nature. 
There 
are no popolous cities in other lands be­ 
yond these w aters; there is no large 
commerce to be reached by passing 
through them . Bering sea is in no way 
necessary to the nations of the world as 
a path by which commerce m ust travel 
or development be carried on. The 
closing 
of 
the 
Bea 
absolutely 
would be,,,of less importance by a thou­ 
sand times than would the closing of the 
Baltic sea, should Russia, Germany, 
Sweden and Denmark so elect to order. 
I t would affect the commerce of the 
world infinitely lees than would the clos­ 
ing of the Black sea by Turkey, the Dan- 
ubian provinces and Russia be. 
Austria 
has rights over the waters of the Dan­ 
ube, and the whole civilized world has 
large interests in the navigation of the 
Black and Baltic seas; but no such uni­ 
versal interests center in Bering sea. 
Russia and the United States there­ 
fore will continue to m aintain their 
claims to control the waters of Bering 
sea in their own interests and in the 
interests of hum anity. Their claims rest 
on the rights of discovery, of first occu­ 
pation, of peaceable possession, 
and 
their claims are made all the stronger by 
their entire reasonableness before the 
forum of common sense, and of the 
common conscience of m ankind. Not 
only these claims have not been dis­ 
puted, but there is no reasonable ground 
on which to dispute them . The founda­ 
tions lie even deeper than international 
rights, 
they 
are 
upheld 
by 
the 
inherent 
right 
that 
dwells 
in 
justice 
which 
is 
immutable. 
It is not only on law but on right that 
the U nited States stands in this matter. 
We have on our side ju t as well as lex. 
In a future issue of the H erald will 
appear the final paper on this interesting 
subject, which will treat the m atter from 
its hum anitarian point of view.

tip 
to protect seal life on the islands and in 
that part of Bering sea included within 
the boundary of th e territory conveyed. 
“ The right of Russia to patrol the 
waters of Bering sea and protect seal 
life was asserted and exercised for nearly 
a century, unquestioned and undisputed, 
and the U nited States having acquired 
that right by purchase from Russia, has 
maintained it from the beginning.” 
I t was in accordance with this right 
th at Congress passed the laws now in 
existence^looking towards the protection 
of seal life in Alaskan waters. It was 
because the United States claimed the 
righto now in dispute, that a company 
was granted peculiar privileges in this 
m atter of taking fur seals 
in 
said 
waters. 
If the Canadian poachers are 
right in their claims then onr Congress 
was all wrong. To quote from the report 
again: “ The killing of fur seals by un­ 
authorized persons was prohibited by 
act of Congress; the right to take a 
specified num ber of fur seals each year 
for a period of twenty years at a fixed 
rate of tax and rental was authorized, 
w ith direction to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for the time being, to renew 
the privilege to proper and responsible 
parties at the expiration of each period 
of twenty years. 
“ It is clear to yonr committee from 
the proof subm itted, that to prohibit 
aeal killing on the islands and perm it 
the killing in Bering sea would be no 
protection; for it is not on the islands 
where the destruction of seal life is 
threatened 
or 
seals 
or 
unlawfully 
killed, 
but it is in that part 
of 
Bering 
sea 
lying 
between 
the 
'eastern and western limits’ of Alaska as 
described in the treaty of concession, 
through which th e seals pass and repasa 
in going to and from 
their feeding 
grounds, some fifty miles southeast of 
the rookeries, and in their annual m i­ 
grations to and from the islands.” 
THESE CLAIMS REST ON REASON. 
Russia then laid claim to the right to 
control the waters of Alaska and pre­ 
tended to transfer this right with the 
title to the territory when she ceded 
Alaska to the United States. Russia 
m aintained these rights at all times, and 
when the United States came into poses- 
sion she undertook to assert and defend 
the same rights. 
Our Government has 
at all times since the acquisition of 
Alaska asserted and defended her rights. 
Russia based her claims on discovery, 
on first occupation and on peaceable pos­ 
session for a period of half a century. 
All the rights th at empire had are ours 
as the assign and successor of Russia. 
And there is no valid reason on which 
to base any adverse claim . Russia’s 
rights were not called in question for the 
reason that there were no adverse rights, 
or even interests, out of which a dispute 
might grow. The claims of the Em ­ 
perors were founded 
on justice and 
troth. Until the date of the cession of 
the territory in question to the United 
States, Russian territory enclosed as per­ 
fectly 
as 
ours 
does 
the 
shores 
of 
Lake 
Michigan 
those 
of 
the 
Alaskan waters. Bering straits lead into 
the frozen ocean, which on one side is 
bounded by Russian territory for its 
entire distance, and is so bounded on 
the other side for thousands of miles. 
There are only two things to induce the 
moat daring navigators of any nation to 
visit theBe inhospitable and. dangerous 
waters or their barren and almost unin­ 
habited shores. 
Scientific investigation 
and whale fishing are the two induce­ 
m ents here referred to. Russia did not 
debar any ship at any time from passing 
through Bering sea on their way north­ 
ward on these venturesome expeditions. 
Ail along the eastern and northern coasts 
of Bering sea lay Russian territory, 
and 
none 
other. 
To 
the 
south 
the Alentian islands hem in almost 
as perfectly as the m ainland, the waters 
of this inclosed sea. H ere is no highway 
of the nations. 
H ere is no tenant ship 
in common. These shores, these islands, 
and these waters, were Russian, all Rus­ 
sian, completely Russian. 
It is a closed 
■ea, as much as is lake M ichigan, as 
m uch as is the Black sea, the sea of 
Axov, or the Caspian. Nor is there the 
least reaeon for questioning the rights of 
Russia or of the U nited States in these 
waters, for what has been said of Russia's 
former and exclusive rights, may be re­ 
peated of the rights of that Em pire and 
of the United States, as things are 
eince the cession of Alaska to the 
latter Government.

for 
the reason that they have no interests in 
the prem ises. All the ports in these 
watere belong to the two governments 
referred to. All the lands abOnt and in 
these watere belong to the same owners.

There is very little news in connection 
with railway affairs in these days. Times 
have changed since two years ago, when 
the average railway reporter thought 
that day lost whose low descending sun 
saw no new transcontinental line created 
out of the genias of his imagination. The 
dullest day would turn out two or three 
branches or connections in different sec­ 
tions of the State from the various exist­ 
ing lines. The Coast is likely to see sev­ 
eral years come and go before such 
state of affairs will come again. 
The Sania Fe and its fortunes still 
forms th e chief subject of gossip among 
railway men, although since the resigna­ 
tion of President Strong and the filling 
of his place by Manvel, nothing has 
transpired which throws any particular 
light upon the situation. The bulk of the 
Santa Fe stock is held in and around 
Boston, and a recent issue of the Traveler 
gives expression te the belief that the 
road is slowly but surely workiDg into 
Gould’s hands. 
It says: 
“ The announcement is coming one of 
these days that Mr. Gould has secured a 
representation in the Atchison directory. 
Gould’s brokers—the very ones who 
worked his Texas-Pacific 'deal’—are buy 
ing Atchison stock today, and it íb not 
merely for trading purposes, either. The 
gentleman who made the prediction to 
as of the Gould-Hantington control says, 
further, on this same subject today: 
‘I 
am told on the very best of authority 
that Mr. Gould borrowed $15,000,000 
only a short time ago, and that he has 
been using this money chiefly in baying 
Atchison. 
Mr. Gould bought 60,000 
shares of Atchison early in July and Mr. 
Huntington bought 30,000, and both have 
been baying it all the way down from 60 
I am not taking hearsay simply now, bnt 
facts th a t come to me so straight ae to 
leave no room for doubt. 
All this stock, 
of coarse, is distributed among brokers , 
and nobody can possibly know how much 
Gould and his friends hold, but I confi 
dently believe that even now he is in 
possession of enough to dictate the make 
up of the directory; and, w hat is more, 
I look for the placing in the board, at 
an early day, of men whom he shall 
choose. 
The control of the Atchison 
system would be of immense value to 
Gould, and his operations of it, in con­ 
nection with 
his great Southwestern 
system, offers immense possibilities in 
the way of financial returns. ThiB whole 
deal is not, by any means, a new one to 
the insiders on Atchison, but it has been 
working out for a loDg time. The con 
summation is now near at hand. Wait 
and eee what is coming.” In making 
reference to this same subject the New 
York Indictatoi says: 
“ The bears need 
not take any comfort 
to themselves 
out of 
the 
theory that 
the buy­ 
ing of Atchison yesterday was merely for 
the covering of shorts. W e are reliably 
informed that the purchases made by 
Mr. Brandon were for the account of 
Jay Gould, and it is evidtnt that the 
Atchison is to be taken care of without 
its having to go into the hands of a re­ 
ceiver. There is also talk of the new 
President making an all-round reduction 
in wages. Considering that the Missouri 
Pacific is about to increase wages, the 
Atchison may find trouble in making a 
reduction. H e will have to cut down 
expenses some other way.” 
The conviction appears to be general, 
however, among the beat informed rail­ 
road men of this city that there is no 
probability and hardly a possibility of 
the ^California connections falling into 
the hands of the Southern Pacific. No 
one doubts that in tim e these connec­ 
tions will prove of im mense value. The 
only question is, by what m eans can the 
road manage to pull through the tempor­ 
ary em barrassm ent. 
President Manvel 
will soon pay a visit to the Coast and 
carefully inspect every branch of the 
Southern California system. There is no 
probability that anything new will de­ 
velop until after this visit. 
The excursion business, especially th at 
in the so-called tourist cars, seems about 
to undergo the long-expected im prove­ 
ment. Daring the summer the monthly 
excursion parties have been carried for 
the most part in a single car. Those 
coming in now fill three or four cars, and 
the indications are that the increase will 
be constant hereafter. 
The Southern Pacific is doing its duty 
in the way of advertising the marvels of 
the 8tate, and it is believed that as soon 
as the policy of the new President be­ 
comes defined the Santa Fe will go into 
the business with its customary vigor. 
Assistant Ticket Agent P. H. Springer, 
of the Southern Pacific, who left for the 
East last week, had in charge a large 
amount of interesting m atter, which he 
will deliver to N. G. Neimeyer, at Chi­ 
cago, for distribution. M r. Neimeyer is 
the company’s general Northwestern 
agent. The company is anxious 
to 
legitimately advertise this State, and re­ 
quest all who have contributions regard­ 
ing California to send them to its offices, 
from which they will be distributed to 
Eastern points. The company has a 
corps of men at present compiling ma­ 
terial for advertising pur poses. 
The Board of Trade and the Chamber 
of Commerce of this city shipped sev­ 
eral thousand oopiee of their respective 
pamuhlets to Chicago last week, tobe 


used at the Exposition there. 
It is clear 
that m uch better work is going to be 
done this year in the way of advertising 
the county than was accomplished last 
year, and the results are likely to show 
themselves in increased immigration. 
The freight business continues light. 
The Southern Pacific has just finished 
the job of hanling the immense quantity 
of iron work to be used in the construc­ 
tion of the viaduct ot the cable car com­ 
pany over their tracks on San Fernando 
street.

The men w ere 
working close up to the building when 
the rear wall fell, catching them .

bodies of four have been taken out fear­ 
fully mangled. The building fronts on 
M ain street, between Sixth and Seventh. 
The alarm was sounded ten minutes after 
eleven, and ten m inutes later the flames 
were bursting from the windows on the 
third floor. 
W ithin a few m inutes more 
part of the roof fell in. 
The fire departm ent worked energeti­ 
cally, but it was soon seen that nothing 
eould save th e building, and their efforts 
were directed towards saving the Louis­ 
ville hotel, two doors away. That build­ 
ing was smoking, and it was hall an 
hoar’s hard fight to save it. 
A num ber 
of people, m ostly frightened servants, 
were taken from the second and third 
stories in the rear by ladders. A con­ 
servative estim ate of Banbnrger, Bloom 
A Co.’s loss is $800.000. 
At half after midnight the fire is still 
burning slowly, and two or throe smaller 
stores are being consumed.

They 
each had a small black handbag of the 
cheapest make and were warmly greeted 
by several of their fellow-countrymen, 
who seemed to be greatly surprised to 
see the new arrivals. 
The latter were 
evidently strangers upon American soil, 
as quite a crowd of Chinamen Boon sur­ 
rounded them . 
In the turmoil the 
World man heard the words ‘*Hong 
Kong” and 
“ Lict Tuya” 
(Victoria) 
spoken by the newly-arrived Chinamen. 
The reporter asked a green-looking C hina­ 
man near him if the four Chinamen had 
just arrived? 
M Yes, him jush now come from Hong 
Kong,” was tne ready reply. 
“ W hy, I thought the law prohibited 
any more Chinamen coming here?” 
H ere an intelligent looking 
young 
Chinam an nam ed Chong told the re­ 
porter some very astonishing nuws. 
He 
says th a t he has understood from some 
of tbe Chineee m erchants on Mott street 
th at the recent anti-Chinese laws have 
been changed in regard to the Chinese 
in coming to A m erica; that the Chinese 
Government some few months ago had 
entered into a certain secret compact 
with the present Washington authorities 
to allow any Chinaman to go and come 
as they please. 
He further says that 
that was 
the understanding 
among 
nearly all the New York Chinamen, as 
he himself, during the past few weeks, 
had seen hundreds of newly arrived 
Chinamen, as well as laundrymen who 
were here once before. 
Him all come by ‘Lict Toya,’ pay 
$160. Four men just now come belong 
Ung Hung, big fat man fliend. 
Up­ 
stairs, back loom, No. 22. 
You see 
him ?” 
The reporter saw the four men spoken 
of in Ung H ung’s room, but he was not 
allowed to go in and interview the men. 
There seemed to be several men guarding 
tbe door there. The reporter came back 
to Ung Chong, and the latter continued 
in h ip ig o o n English : 
“ Yeh, sure. I tell you the new law is 
all bloae. 
Plenty Chinamen come back 
jush now and open new laendley all over 
New York. Two, thlee belong my own 
fliend come back here last moonjby Lict 
Toya. 
All pay $160.” 
"W here and to whom did they pay the 
$160?” 
*‘1 dono that.” 
“ That’s for pnssage, is it n ot?” 
“ Passage $100 more,” answered the 
Chinaman. 
“ One hundred and sixty 
dollars my fliend say they paid for paper 
to stay here.” 
At eeveral other places the reporter 
also win told that it was understood by 
letters from China that the Em peror had 
fixed m atters with the new Adm inistra­ 
tion at Washington so as to adm it the 
Chinamen as of yore, aud that as a re­ 
sult of this intelligence hundreds of Chi­ 
namen are arriving m onthly, and many 
find their way to this city.—[New York 
World.
